A n d they think it should be made 
now while the facts ar e at hand and 
living witnesses ar e r eady to sup­ 
ply the links in the chain of evi­ 
dence. 
Postmaster Gener al Char les E m ­ 
or y Smith hoisted the danger signal 
in the cabinet yester day by per mit­ 
ting his paper , the Philadelphia 
Pr ess, to editor ially demand that 
an investigation be made and at 
once. 
It also demands that the investi­ 
gation be made by a commission 
appointed by the pr esident com­ 
posed of men in civil and militar y 
life whose position, char acter , r ep­

The amount of small bills the war 
has put into cir culation, together 
with the extr aor dinar y size of the 
cr ops, 
has made the question of 
cur r ency a ser ious pr oblem.

is ther e a 
lack of the 
smaller denominations. 
One bank­

says

Missour i volunteer s, and was dis­ 
char ged fr om the ser vice on account 
of gener al physical debility. 
“ 
I don’t think much is the mat­ 
ter with me except disor der ed di­ 
gestion,” 
he 
said, 
“ 
though 
the 
doctor s in the division hospital had 
me cr edited with malar ia, lumbago 
and typhoid fever all at the same 
time. 
I was sick 48 days befor e 
my dischar ge came. 
“ 
I never want to see another di­ 
vision 
hospital of 
the kind they 
have down ther e. 
Most of the at­ 
tendants ar e br utes, mor e fit to car e 
for dogs than men, and know no 
mor e about nur sing than I do. 
I 
have hear d the poor fellows cr y out 
for water to wet their par ched lips 
and all they got was cur ses. 
The 
attendants would come ar ound if 
the suffer er s wer e too per sistent, 
shake them r oughly by the ar m, at 
the same time commanding them 
with an oath to ‘shut u p .’ 
“ 
Those who could not eat wer e 
not 
fed 
r egular ly 
and 
the food 
would in many instances have laid 
out a well man. The outside for ces 
about these division hospitals seem­ 
ed as bad as those on the inside. 
I 
have known cases wher e sick men 
wer e left lying helpless in the r ain 
because the 
attendants 
wer e too 
lazy or indiffer ent to place them in 
the empty tents. 
“ 
U p in the division you ar e away 
fr om the fr iends and the men ther e 
car e nothing about you, and ar e 
not going to do any wor k they can 
avoid. 
“ 
But the gr eat tr ouble down at 
Chickamauga was that we wer e not 
pr oper ly fed, and I hold that the 
r egimental and 
company officer s 
wer e to blame for much of the dis­ 
tr ess. 
“ 
A t Lytle the big commissar y 
was fair ly bur sting with pr ovisions. 
W h y did not the men get ther n? 
W h y in the face of such plenty did 
we not get our full r ations? 
“ 
Full r ations would have meant 
mor e food each day than the men 
could eat. 
A s it w^as we 
almost 
star ved. 
A r egiment is supposed 
to dr aw so 
many r ations.

i'irst Armod Squadroa Ever Owned 
the United States 


T h e first flag ever hcLsieil upon 
a 
United States war vessel was luuiJcd 
to the masthead of'tlie 
Alfred by 
Ideut. Paul Jones, who became fa­ 
mous as the commander of liie Bon 
Homme Pticliard later in the revolu­ 
tionary vrar. 
This Hag, although dilTcrLng from 
the A.merican ilag of the present day, 
was as dear to the hearts of tne young 
Americans of the time as the present 
tianncr is to our population of to-day. 
It inspired them to deeds of courage 
and daring, and its honor was jcalous- 
V guarded. 
* This first flag was made of yellow 
ilk, and bore the device of a pine 
rce and a rattlesnake, with the motto: 
‘^Don’t Tread on i\ic.”

fleet 
over which this emblem was raised' 
was the first 
armed squadron 
ever 
owned by the United States govern­ 
ment.

Philadelphia 
one frosty morning in January, 1TT6... 
riie little fleet comprised eight ves­ 
sels and was commanded by 
Capt. 
Esck Hopkins, clmsen for the post by 
the continental congress on aecocunt 
of his patriotism, courage and varied 
experience as a sea captain.

Capt. Hopkins stepped

barge that was to convey him to his 
flagship, the Alfred, the

Cajpt. Hopkins gained the deck of his 
vessel amid the plaudits of the people 
and the booming of cannon Lieut, 
l^aul Jones hoisted the first flag upon 
a United States man-of-war. 
This little squadron was to rendez­
